' abandoned ship, much to the Italian Coast Guard’s 

dismay, leaving thousands of passengers to fend for themselves. 

In the days after the wreck, seventeen people were found dead, around 
65 injured, and a handful were reported missing. Captain Franceso 
Schettino was arrested for suspected manslaughter and abandoning ship 
before all of its passengers were evacuated. The Costa Concordia had to 
be broken into many pieces to be removed from the water, a process 
that took many months.

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Occupy Wall Street began with a demonstration on September 17, 201 1 
fn Liberty Square in Manhattan’s Financial District. According to the Occupy 
Wall Street website, this movement was a “fight back against the richest 1 % 
of people that were writing the rules of an unfair global economy that is 
foreclosing on our future”. It was estimated that over 40,000 people 
participated, not only in New York City, but in cities 
around the world.

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Dr. Conrad Murray was found guilty of involuntary manslaughter of pop 
singer, Michael Jackson, on November 29, 201 1 . The conviction came nearly 
two and a half years after Jackson’s death on June 25, 2009. Murray, 58, 
faced up to four years in prison and the loss of his medical license. Murray 
began working with Jackson to help solve his insomnia, giving him propofol, 
a surgical anesthetic that put him to sleep when other sedatives would not. 
Murray was charged with being negligent, because he failed to monitor the 
ir I ^ administration of Jackson’s propofol, and did not call 91 1 

immediately after Jackson passed out, which showed he 
was responsible for the death of Jackson. The singer died
